various canals and rivers and bring a 
! new branch of w arfare into play. This 
; new branch would be the inland na- 
i vies—river and canal cruisers mount- 
i ing fairly heavy guns and manned by 
experienced men.

Canal Navy Used 
Als first announced by tho United 
! Press correspondent on the French 
lront. General Foch’x canal navy has 
already been in action against heavy 
German guns mounted on Mount 
St. 
Quentin. 
These units, mostly moni­ 
tors. operate silently and slowly on 
the canals skirting the crooked course 
of the River Somme.

treme nortli of France and south of
